Acreage Dropping — Now 


Is Time to Aim at Fu- 


ture Markets

The long-time outlook for peaches 


in Arkansas is favorable, as the pres- 
ent rate of setting in the 'South Will 
not maintain present production arid 
Arkansas has a larger percentage of 
young trees than has any other south- 
ern state, according .to the Extension 
Service of the University of Arkansas 
College of Agriculture in its annual 
outlook report. 


Commercial plantslng in the South 


during the last five years have aver- 
abed less than 4 per cent annually. 
Figuring the average life of a peach 
tree in the South as 14 years it would 
require an average planting of 7 per 
cent -of the present number of trees to 
maintain acreage. In many important 
southern' peach districts the number 
removed or abandoned has exceeded 
the number1; planted in recent years. 
This, has bseri due in part to low 
prices and to neglect caused' by in- 
ability to properly 
finance orchard 


operations. The present rate of plant- 
ings will thus not maintain present 
production. 


Elberta is and no doubt will continue 


to be the'leading variety in the south- 
ern states, besad on prent plantings, 
jut there is a tendency in recent years 
to plant varieties maturing earlier 
ha nthe Elberta such 
aa Uneeda, 


Efiley, Early Rose, Fair Beauty, and 
Early Wheeler. This will cause the 
present peak shipments now develop- 
ing in late July and' early August to 
be less and more peaches marketed in 
June and early July. 


Since" there will be a decrease in 


Elberta production during the next 
few years it seems advisable to main- 


moderate increases where conditions 
ire favorable for these'varieties. 


Indications are for low prices for 


.he 1933 peach crop. With normal pro- 
duction following, a short crop, the 
arge acreage of bearing trees may re- 
sult in prices similar to those received 
'or the 1931 crop.
